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Welfare Families To 
Benefit From Work 


Incentive Program 


EDITORS NOTE: This is the 
second in a series of articles 
on the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 
located at Elba, Alabama. 

Independence for many famil- 
ies now relying on aid from 
the Department of Pensions and 
Security, along with tax breaks 
and for business people who hire 
them, are expected as a result 
of the Work Incentive Program 
now in operation in Coffee Coun- 
ty, Lucile C. McMinn Director 
said today. 7 

Mrs. McMinn explained that 
the purpose of this program, 
usually referred to as WIN, 
is to get families now receiv- 
ing Aid to Dependent Children 
into jobs. All recipients ex- 
cept those specifically exempt - 
for such reasons as being need- 
ed at home to care for dis- 
abled family members or child- 
ren under six -- are required 
to register for WIN. Others 
may do so if they choose. 

“Services of the Department 
of Pensions and Security are 
a vital part of this program,” 
Mrs. McMinn said. “In fact, 
a key to the success or fail- 
ure of WIN is often whether 
a recipient can overcome such 
barriers to employment as ad- 
equate child care, a means of 
transportation to available 
work, or development of suffi- 
cient self-confidence to take 
training or apply for and hold 
a job.” 

The agency can pay for child 
care while mothers work, Mrs. 
McMinn added. Staff members 
try to find transportation 1. 
clients who do not have it. Co- 
unselling services--to heip sol- 
ve any problem connected with 
finding or keeping a job--con- 
tinue from the time a client re- 
gisters until he no longer needs 
this support. 

Pensions and security staff 
work closely with the Employ- 
ment Service, which handles the 
job aspects of WIN in Alabama. 
Local employers, the county 
director said, are being encour- 
aged to find jobs for WIN reg- 
istrants and thus be eligible for 
the tax credit allowed against 
wages paid these employees. 
Public service agencies may get 
Federal help in paying WIN em- 
ployees. 


WIN also provides strong fin- 
ancial incentives for particip- 
ants, Mrs, McMinn explained. 
A client may continue to re- 
ceive a supplementary ADC 
check until he becomes selt- 
supporting. Not all income 
from a job is considered in 
determining need, and Federal 
law guarantees each WIN par- 
ticipant a monthly income at 
least equal to his regular ADC 
check plus 20 percent of his 
gross monthly wages. 

“For some, these provisions 
mean immediate independence,” 
Mrs. McMinn explained. “Oth- 
ers continue to receive a small 
check from the Department un- 
til their earnings increase,” 

Mrs, McMinn added that the 
“self-support goal,” from the 
time a client enters the work 
force until he is dropped from 
public assistance rolls, is about 
a year
